THE 2013 NONINSURED 
CROP DISASTER ASSISTANCE PROGRAM 

Che Preston County Farm Service Agency reminds farm 
of the provisions for the 2013 Noninsured Crop Disaster 
Program (NAP). NAP is intended to provide 

verage equivalent to the Catastrophic Level of Crop In 
surance for crops not insurable in the county. NAP is like 
Catastrophic Crop Insurance in that the first 50 percent of 
the farmer's loss is not eligible for payment. The payment 
rate is 55 percent of the crop's average market price. Benefits 
are limited to $100,000 per crop year for each participant 

NAP covers all noninsurable, commercially grown crops 
produced for food and fiber. Any acreage of forage intended 
to be mechanically harvested, but grazed instead, must be 
appraised before grazing. The 2008 Farm Bill stipulates that 
for farmers to maintain eligibility in many of the supple 
mental! disaster assistance programs, all noninsurable crops 
produced on the farm must be covered by NAP. 

Likewise, all crops produced on the farm that are insur 
able vered by federal crop insurance 
ywing are the NAP application closing dates for

If a producer is eligible to receive NAP payments and 
fits under any other program administered by the sec 
ulture for the same crop loss, the producer 
whether to receive NAP payments or benefits 
nder any other program. A producer is not eligible for 
\P benefits and an insurance indemnity

1 wonder how many of my 
acquaintances who happen 
to be Republicans share Mitt 
Romney's view about people 
like me. Do they believe that 
I never took responsibility 
for my life? Or that I'm just 
waiting for an excuse to live 
on the government?

I beg to differ. From an 
early age, I regularly said the 
4-H Pledge, and I took it seri- 
ously. | pledged my hands to 
better service to my family, 
community, and country. I 
was raised by two extremely 
hard workers, and they could 
not raise slackers. My mother, 
who was my best role model, 
gave 100% to her role as the 
mother of five children. She 
did all the jobs that went 
along with being a farm wife 
Like raising a big garden with 
enough vegetables to feed her 
family for a whole year. She 
canned scores of quarts of all 
kinds of preserved fruits and 
vegetables. She invested every 
spare minute in her children's 
futures. She also used her 
own creative skills to create 
beautiful things, like pillows 

I learned lots growing up 
in Bittinger. I had a_large 
number of excellent Toole 
in my life around here; espe- 
cially my grandparents and 
my own parents. Others who 
were neighbors also made 
a lasting impression on me, 
like Mary Russell Brenneman 
(later Frye), who had a lovely

Cherry Glade Youth On A Mission: 
Sharing Love With Those In Need

purpose of the proposed 
festival was to preserve the 
hest of our heritage of pio- 
neer craftsmanship and the 
activities of farm, home, and 
shop; serve traditional Penn- 
sylvania Dutch foods native 
to our area; and encourage 
visits to Our unique museum 
of the Casselman Valley. She 
envisioned people from all 
over the country converging 
on this tiny village during 
the glorious autumn days to 
celebrate and relive our pre- 
cious rural heritage 

When she saw the eyes 
of her guest light up with 
enthusiasm, she took it as 
a sign that the idea was on 
target. Twenty-three persons 
attended the first planning 
meeting, and on October 11, 
1958, the first event was held 
in the tiny village of Springs 
The event continues with the 
same vision today, 55 years 
later

workers, and guests came 
froma wide geographic.area 
to that first Springs Festival 
As Schrock wrote in the 
Casselman Chronicles, "To the 
tune of the swinging flail 
and the rattling treadmill, the 
crash of the rail splitter’s axe, 
the clack of the flax brake, 
the hum of the spinning 
wheel, and the crackling of 
the open-kettle fires, the crisp 
sunny day with its high winds 
kept folks stirring and milling 
about the grounds." 

Schrock felt that the great- 
est success of the Folk Fes- 
tival lay not in its number 
of guests, but in the dem- 
onstration of community 
spirit, in the mobilization of 
creative forces from Somerset 
to Oakland, and in the hard 
work done by local citizens 
to ensure the success of the 
venture 

The food committee had 
a monumental task the first 
years since there were no 
funds to purchase ingredi- 
ents. A Pennsylvania Dutch 
meal they surmised must 
include sausage and all of the 
trimmings. The community 
supported the event by drying 
corn and apples, shredding 
cabbage for coleslaw, prepar 
ing applesauce (with apples 
picked by local boys), cook 
ing potatoes for the Dutch 
fries, and baking cookies in 
their homes 
borrowed from the kitchens 
of local churches 

The Dutch meal served 
today is very much the same 
menu, but prepared with 
modern appliances

Vocal and instrumental 
music was introduced in 
evening performances, which 
developed into a full daytime 
music program presented 
in a music building, as well 
as On a stage in the Forest 
Trail 

Th tite 1970s,"a pageant 
titled "Chestnut Roots" was 
created, telling the story of 
the area from its settlement 
in the 1800s through the 
1900s. The two-story Springs 
Museum continued to evolve 
to provide a testament to 
times past 

Over the years, the volun 
teers, names too numerous 
to mention, were presented 
with many hurdles, includ- 
ing inclement weather, fires, 
and vandalism, but the event 
continues on. Thousands of 
school children continue to 
come each year, led by their 
teachers, as another genera 
tion is exposed to this living 
history event. Grandpar- 
ents are returning with their 
families and grandchildren 
creating their own personal 
history 

In a short survey taken 
in 2005, it was recorded 
that people attended from 
28 states and three coun 
tries. The Festival has been 
showcased in the Baltimore 
Sun, Pittsburgh dailies, Good 
Housekeeping Magazine, Carn 
egie Magazine, the New York 
Times, and Life magazine 
among others, as well as 
being supported by many 
local newspapers. Internet 
advertising has been 
in modern times 

Dr. Arthur D. Graeff 
leading Pennsylvania folklor 
ist, stated in reference to the 
festival, “Yours is a remark 
able portrayal of much of 
what is good in our culture." 

Jean Rodamer Stroff, for 
mer resident of Springs and a 
member of the first planning 
committee, frequently at 
tends from her home in New 
Jersey.

(Proverbs 6:6) Not only 
are ants hardworking, but they are tremendously strong 
as well; most species have the capacity to lift twenty 
times their own body weight, with their jaws! This would 
be the equivalent of a 200 pound man lifting a 4000 
pound car. But what is perhaps most praiseworthy in the 
ant is their social cooperation. Most species of ants, and 
there are over 14,000 known species, have very 
specialized roles within their colonies which they carry 
out to keep their colonies safe and well-fed. Leaf-cutter 
ants, which cultivate fungi, have groups which cut the 
leaves and other groups which tend the fungi, in essence 
weeding their mushroom garden. A notable aspect of ant 
behavior is their readiness to work, fight, and even die 
for their colony. Each ant in the colony is closely related, 
so you could argue that they are only sacrificing for their 
family, but in any case, the ant is not just a model of hard 
work; he is also a model of altruism.

MARGIN OF ERROR 
by Dr. Tom Sheahen 
When I read about political polling and forecasting, it 


mentions a “margin of error.” How do they come up 
vith that number? 


wwe 


he “margin of error” is a statistical factor that tries 

«press the uncertainty in the polling technique. It tries to 

give one single number that tells how well you can believe 
the quoted result 

Che biggest factor affecting the accuracy of a poll is 
How many people were included in the questionnaire? 
if you ask a thousand people the same question, chances 
ire you'll get a more accurate picture than if you only 
isk 40 people. The statistical term for “how many” is the 

space, meaning the size of the population that was 
npled.” 

One key mathematical concept is essential to under 
standing this: When dealing with statistical data, there 
is always a standard deviation associated with any sample 
pace. If the size of the sample is N, the standard deviation 
is just about the square root of N. So if you take a survey of 
6 people, the standard deviation is 4. If you survey 10,000 

the standard deviation is 100 

1e¢ sample space gets bigger, the standard deviation 
increases too, but at a much slower rate. Expressed as a 
percentage of the total, the standard deviation gets smaller 
Obviously it costs you a lot more time and effort to survey 
10,000 people, so if your time and budget are finite, you 
have to make a trade-off and stop at some number, call- 
ing your estimate “good enough.” For political polling, 
it’s common practice to obtain about 1,000 answers before 
calling it quits 

Generally speaking, statisticians figure that they don’t 
know “the answer” any better than to within plus or minus 
me standard deviation. This mathematical notion is used 
whether you're counting electrons in a physics experiment, 
or feeding a new medicine to laboratory mice, or asking 
people about political candidates. One standard deviation is 
the customary parameter that characterizes the accuracy of 
iny statistical measurement. It’s not perfect by any means, 

it s a single number that statisticians can agree upon to 
erize their data 

Suppose in a survey you ask 900 people a question; 
177 answer “yes” and 423 answer “no.” But the standard 
deviation is 30 people (square root of 900). Therefore, by 
of statistical analysis, you don’t really “know” 
us result differs from a tie (450/450 split).

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Garrett County Memorial Hospital Plans 
$23.5M Expansion/Renovation Project 


Garrett County Memorial 
Hospital officials presented 
an overview of a proposed 
$23.5 million expansion/ 
renovation project to the 
county commissioners on 
Tuesday 

"We've been working 
on this since about 2010," 
said Don Battista, GCMH 
president/CEO, about the 
36-month-long project. 

He indicated the facility 
improvement plan should be 
sufficient to allow GCMH to 
serve both the inpatient and 
outpatient needs of the area 
for the next 20 to 30 years 

Groundbreaking for a new 
wing, Phase I, will take place 
sometime next spring, accord- 
ing to Tracy Lipscomb, chief 
financial officer. 

To be located behind and 
off the north end of the hos- 
pital, the 19,504 square foot 
four-story addition focuses on 
inpatient units. This includes 
the addition of eight private 
rooms for medical/surgical 
patients on the third floor 
Renovation plans also call 
for converting most exist- 
ing semiprivate rooms into 
private ones 

“We don't ever want to 
have to turn away a Garrett 
County resident," Battista 
said about keeping a few semi- 
private rooms to allow for an 
unexpected increase in the 
hospital census. 

He indicated the larger 
rooms would enhance patient 
privacy and safety, improve 
infection-control manage- 
ment, and accommodate to- 
day's patient care technology. 
He noted this will be the first 
improvement to the inpatient 
area since 1980, when hospi- 
tal beds were much smaller 
and there was less medical 
equipment, 


The wing plans also in- 
clude a new family centered 
maternity suite on the second 
floor, a new administration/ 
accounting area on the first 
floor, and an expanded dining 
service/meeting room area 
on the basement level. 

Battista indicated adding 
a wing behind the hospital 
would be a "tight fit,” but 
it would work out well, as 
parking and services would 
not be greatly impacted dur- 
ing construction. In addition, 
the hospital would not have to 
acquire additional property. 

Lipscomb said the con- 
struction project would be 
completed in October 2014, 
Renovation work will then 
begin in phases in other areas 
of the hospital, including the 
sub-acute rehabilitation and 
intensive care units, phar- 
macy, dialysis, and surgical 
storage. The renovations are 
expected to be completed 
by June 2016, according to 
Lipscomb 

"You build the wing, then 
you start filling in some of 
the inpatient areas within that 
building,” Battista said. "It's 
very thoughtfully considered. 
It's not a short-term project." 

About $7.5 million of its 
cost will come from hospital 
operations and cash reserves, 
and $1 million will come 
from donations. In addition, 
the county will co-sign a $15 
million bond for the project. 
The hospital will pay off 
the debt service at a rate of 
5.25 percent over 20 years. 
County administrator Monty 
Pagenhardt said the county 
has traditionally borrowed 
money for hospital projects. 

Battista noted that hospi- 
tals in Maryland are funded

"The gradual conversion 
is necessary to effectively 
transfer Maryland's more than 
1.4 million drivers to the new 
eight-year term,” noted an 
MVA spokesman. "The num 
ber of drivers in Maryland has 
been steadily growing each 
year, with almost 150,000 new 
drivers added to the state in 
the past decade." 

He added that the growing 
number of licensed drivers, 
combined with equally ris- 
ing numbers of registered 
vehicles, is projected to put 
increasing strain on MVA's 
ability to provide fast and ef 
ficient customer service 

"The extension to eight 
year renewals allows for 
future growth of licensees, 
while adding the customer 
convenience of reducing the 
frequency with which custom- 
ers will need to visit the MVA," 
the spokesman said 

To accomplish this a com- 
puter program will randomly 
select those with expiring 
licenses for renewal lengths 
of five, six, seven, or eight 
years. All renewals will expire 
on the applicant's birthday 
There is no fee increase in 
this program, as the cost of 
renewal will be tied to the 
length of renewal and will 
maintain the current annual 
rate of $6 per year

An ad- 
ditional fee will be charged for anyone who wants to arrange an appointment outside 
of the regularly scheduled hours. It should be noted that the shop will be closed on 
Saturday, Oct. 13, for Autumn Glory and on Saturday, Nov. 3, so board members may 
attend a retreat.

OCTOBER SUN -~ As October begins, the sun appears 


in front of the stars of Virgo, appearing to drift a Gagree

the star group Libra in the early afte rnoon of October 30, 
where it stays until November 22. (These dates correspond 
to the actual star group boundaries, not the dates of the as- 
trological signs.) The star group Scorpius can be seen low in 
the western dusk. Other prominent evening zodiac groups 
in October are Sagittarius, Capricornus, Aquarius, and Pi 
sces. On the other side of the sun is the star group Leo, 
appearing in the eastern dawn sky. Other prominent zodiac 
groups at dawn are Gemini, Taurus, and Aries. In early 
October, sunrises in Garrett County are at about 7:15 a.m., 
while sunsets are at about 7 p.m. (11.75 hours of daylight) 
Around the end of October, Garrett County's sunrises are 
at about 7:45 a.m. and sunsets occur at about 6:20 p.m. (11 
hours of daylight). So during October, the brighter stars are 
last seen at around 6:15 a.m. (early dawn) and then reap 
pear at about 7:45 p.m. (late dusk) 

OCTOBER MOON - Because of the harvest full moon 
on Sept. 29, there will be evening moonlight in early Oc 
tober. In late evening on October 4 and 5, the moon will 
appear near the bright planet Jupiter in the east. By the 
night of October 7-8, the moon will be rising after mid- 
night and will appear half-full in the southern dawn. In the 
southeastern dawn, the crescent moon will appear near the 
brilliant planet Venus on Oct. 12. The crescent moon will 
be last seen at dawn on Oct 14 On the next day the moon 
will swing from the morning t er 
On Oct. 18, the crescent moon will appear near the shane! 
Mars and the bright red star Antares low in the 7:15 p.m 
southwestern dusk. On Oct. 21, the evening moon will ap 
pear half full in the southwestern evening sky. On Oct. 29, 
the moon will be full, shining among the stars of Aries. This 
full moon is known as the Hunters’ Moon. On Halloween 
(Oct. 31), the moon will appear near the Seven Sisters, or 
Pleiades, star cluster 

OCTOBER PLANETS -~ The five nearest planets are 
easily seen by eye, four of them shining steadily in contrast 
to the twinkling stars. (Mercury, only seen close to the hori 
zon, may flicker. Mars can be seen low in the early evening 
southwestern sky. Mars will pass closest to the bright pink 
ish star Antares on Oct. 20. The very bright planet Jupiter 
is prominent in the east in the late evening hours. Venus 
rises about three hours before the sun and dominates the 
eastern dawn. The planet Mercury can be seen very low in 
the western dawn in late October, setting an hour after the 
sun. The planet Saturn is lost in the sun's glare in October 
after mid-November, Saturn can be seen low in the south 
eastern dawn 

OCTOBER STARS ~- The Big Dipper is very low in the 
north. The star group Cassiopeia, resembling a stretched 
out letter "M," is high in the north. The brightest evening 
star is Vega, seen high in the northwest. In the northeast 
is the bright golden star Capella. As the hours pass, Vega 
drops lower and Capella gets higher

At the beginning of this 
school year, 2012-13, all Gar 
rett County students received 
a Meal Benefit Application 
from the Board of Educa 
tion's Foods and Nutrition 
Services Office. The primary 
purpose of the application 1s 
to identify children qualify 
ing for free or reduced-price 
meals. The application also 
provides data determining if 
schools meet funding require 
ments for specific programs 
or grants 

The higher the Free and 
Reduced Meals (FARM) 
recipient rate, the more edu 
cational and extracurricular 
program funding is made 
available by state and fed 
eral sources. In addition 
state funding, approximately 
$2,600 per pupil, is provided 
to the county for every stu 
dent qualifying for a free or 
reduced meal for other sup 
porting aspects of education 

Returned applications in 
dicate the current number of 
county students qualifying for 
free or reduced meals is much 
lower than anticipated. There 
is concern tt 
unaware they qualify or have 
failed to return a completed 
application 

A meal application may 
be acquired from all Gar 
rett County schools, be 
downloaded from the BOE 
web site at http://cardinal 
ga.k12.md.us/FoodService/ 
Free_Reduced_Lunch_Ap 
plication_2012_2013.pdf, or 
obtained by calling the BOE 
office at 301-334-8917. The 
deadline for applying for free 
or reduced meals is Wednes- 
day, Oct. 31 

If parents returned the ap- 
plication, but were informed 
they did not qualify for re- 
duced meals, they may reap 
ply throughout the school 
year, if family financial cir 
cumstances change. They 
need only complete another 
application showing the new 
income information, and re 
turn the application to their 
school, or to the BOE office 
Applications received after 
the deadline will not count 
toward the numbers needed 
to maintain current funding 
levels, but students will ben 
efit from the meals program

By the 
very nature of oul 
finite existence, we are 
going to suffer. All 
God's creatures will 
suffer sickness or 
injury, and ultimately 
death, but that does not 
make life 
meaningless. 
Suffering can be made 
sacred by identifying 
our suffering with the 
suffering and death of 


Christ, which gives our suffering cosmic 
significance. Another way in which one can 


make one's suffering meaningful 


is by 


envisioning it as a trial. It may be acliché to say 
that suffering produces character, but that 
doesn't make it less true. We all must find our 
own way to make our suffering meaningful. 
Sometimes the suffering is just the tedium of 
our jobs, and even mind-numbing boredom 
can be an opportunity to find meaning via 
mindfulness. Other times the suffering is 
physical pain or discomfort, and the challenge 


is to figure out how 


to view our pain or 


discomfort in such a way that it can be handied 
with equanimity. Perhaps the hardest suffering 
to endure is mental or emotional suffering. 
Anxiety and depression can literally be too 
much for many people to endure, and so it is 
vital to ask for help, and sometimes that is the 
meaning in suffering: that we are finite, limited 
creatures who are quite often helpless in the 
face of horrible pain and that we must be ready 
and willing to reach out for help.

Department proposes to reissue the state/NPDES (National Pollution Elimination Sys- 
tem) General Permit for Discharges from Stormwater Associated with Industrial Activities with 
significant revisions to the previously issued permit (No. O2SW) as summarized below. 

The required application, called a notice of intent or NOI, now requires more detailed informa- 
tion relevant to the permit conditions (local stream impairments or TMDLs, caiculated area of 
impervious surfaces, etc.). Also required is an electronic version of a Stormwater Pollution Pre- 
vention Plan (SWPPP) including a site map illustrating discharge locations and other information 
regarding activities of the applicant to protect waters of the state, submitted via email, posting 
online or another form of electronic submission. The permit requires specific control measures 
in the SWPPP based on facility type. When the permit is formally adopted, industries currently 
covered by the 02SW permit will have 90 days to file an NOI, fee payment and SWPPP to the 
Department to obtain coverage under the reissued permit.

Stormwater Design Manual, or equivalent actions, in order to address Maryland requirements for 
the Chesapeake Bay and local TMDLs and to maintain the quality and protect against future im- 
pairments to local receiving waters. The requirement mandates that permittees treat 20% of the 
impervious surfaces not currently treated to the standards of the Department's Manual by 
the fifth year of the permit term. In cases where onsite restoration isn't possible, restora- 
tion is an allowed option. An implementation plan and yearly updates are required to be submit- 
ted to the Department 

Another important change in this permit are new monitoring requirements. The proposed per- 
mit allows the Department to require monitoring and on-line electronic of 
Monitoring Reports in specific cases where local discharge is to an impaired water body. Further- 
more, it requires monitoring without limits for benchmark parameters for the following industrial 
sectors. The results of this monitoring must be submitted electronically to the 

1. Agricultural Chemicals (SIC 2873-2879), subsector under Chemical and Allied Products 
Manufacturing, and Refining - Nitrate plus Nitrite Nitrogen at 0.68 mg/L, Total Lead at 0.014, Total 
iron at 1.0 mg/L, Total Zinc at 0.04 mg/L and Phosphorus at 2.0 ; 

2. Automobile Salvage Yards - Total Suspended Solids (TSS) at 100 mg/L, Total Aluminum at 
0.75 mg/L, Total Iron at 1.0 mg/L, and Total Lead at 0.014 mg/L. 

3. Scrap Recycling and Waste Recycling Facilities - Chemical Oxygen Demand (COD) at 120 
mg/L, Total Suspended Solids (TSS) at 100 mg/L, Total Recoverable Aluminum at 0.75 mg/L, To- 
tal Recoverabie |ron at 1.0 mg/L, Total Recoverable Lead at 0.014 mg/L, Total Zinc at 0.04 mg/L, 
and Total Recoverable Copper at 0.0038 mg/L.

Marcellus Shale MDE Regulation Is Safety Issue For 
Workshop Set By Garrett County Roads Department 


Water Council 

The Maryland Water 
Monitoring Council will 
sponsor a workshop on wa- 
ter resources monitoring and 
Marcellus shale gas develop- 
ment in western Maryland 
titled "What Do We Have, 
What Do We Need?" The 
daylong event will be held 
in the auditorium of Garrett 
College on Monday, Oct. 22. 

The workshop will pre- 
sent an overview of threats 
potentially posed by shale 
gas development to surface 
and groundwater resources. 
Speakers will describe the 
water monitoring informa- 
tion that has been and is being 
collected by agency staff and 
citizen scientists in Garrett 
and Allegany counties 

The limitations of Mary- 
land's water monitoring da- 
tabases will be discussed, 
and experts will offer recom- 
mendations on sampling 
designs, equipment, and pro- 
tocols that-can be used to 
close these gaps, if adequate 
funding becomes available 
Perspectives on water moni 
toring and shale gas develop 
ment in other mid-Atlantic 
States and best manage 
ment practices will also be 
described 

According to a council 
spokesperson, the workshop 
will not be a "town meet- 
ing” to discuss the-pros and 
cons of Marcellus shale gas 
development in western 
Maryland. 

The workshop also will 
not be an introductory course 
in hydraulic fracturing (frack- 
ing), although it will be men- 
tioned. The workshop will 
not deve'>p a recommended 
list of regulations or permit 
requirements that should be 
adopted to protect drinking 
water supplies and the envi- 
ronment. 

The registration fee for the 
worskshop is $60. To register 
and/or obtain additional in-

The Garrett County com- 
missioners heard an update 
report last Tuesday from 
general roads superintendent 
Jay Moyer, Garrett County 
Roads Department, about a 
"safety issue" involving the 
Maryland Department of the 
Environment. 

"MDE has an issue with us 
using what's called bottom ash 
as an ice melter mixed in with 
our anti-skid," Moyer said. 

Bottom ash is a pitch black 
coal combustion byproduct 
that absorbs sunlight, which 
then generates heats, melts ice 
and snow, and allows crews 
to plow the slush off road 
ways 

The county limits its use 
of salt to melt ice because of 
the possibility of contaminat- 
ing water wells and streams 
In addition, salt is much 
more expensive to purchase 
than ash 

Moyer indicated that MDE 
does not mind the way the 
county uses bottom ash, but it 
does object to the way it stores 
the byproduct. The ash is 
mixed with anti-skid (crushed 
limestone), encapsulated in 
pure limestone to prevent the 
wind from blowing it away 
and stockpiled on asphalt pads 
at four roads garages until 
needed. In addition, state 
approved storm water ponds 
are located near the stockpiles, 
limiting ash runoff into bodies 
of water, Moyer noted. 

"There's never been an is- 
sue with MDE in the past," 
Moyer said about the ash. 
"We've never been fined 
We've never been cited. This 
just came out of the blue, un- 
known to us, and now we're 
having to deal with it." 

The problem began in 
March when MDE landfill 
inspector Mitchell Welsh vis- 
ited the county and advised 
Moyer that the stockpiles had 
to be covered, as required by 
COMAR. In addition, the 
county needed an industrial 
storm water permit for each 
of the four storage sites. The 
reason for the coverage is 
to prevent possible air pol- 


lution and discharge of ash 
contaminants into water 
bodies 

Moyer and county admin- 
istrator Monty Pagenhardt 
sent ietters to MDE in Mareh 
and April explaining the situa- 
tion and requesting an exemp- 
tion from the cover regulation. 
Del. Wendell Beitzel and Sen. 
George Edwards also sent let- 
ters supporting the county's 
position 

MDE denied the requests 
and asked Moyer to provide a 
schedule for bringing the piles 
into compliance 

Moyer indicated that part 
of the reason for asking for 
the exemption ts that the state 
has taken close to $5 million 
in highway user revenue from 
the county and then turns 
around and makes expensive 
demands 

He told the commissioners 
that MDE is demanding that 
the county either construct a 
building at each roads garage 
to store just the bottom ash or 
go ahead and biend it with 
anti-skid and cover stock 


piled materials with tarps or 


the 


metal-framed nbrane 
eructures 
d it would 
be best to have the mixture 
sto kpiled at the ready, as 
the county currently does, as 
it would be very difficult to 
try to blend the ash and anti 
skid together on an as-needed 
basis during wintery weather 
conditions 

According to county en- 
gineers, however, it would 
take a tarp one acre in size to 
cover one stockpile. Moyer 
said when he informed MDE 
officials of this they replied, 
"Just use smaller tarps." 

Moyer said the anti-skid 
piles are huge, and it would 
be dangerous for employees 
to shovel snow off the tarps 
and try to drag them off the 
materials during storms. Once 
the anti-skid is loaded into 
plow trucks, the tarps would 
then have to be replaced on 
the stockpile 

"I can see where we would

$6.75 a ton for bottom ash.” 

According to the superin- 
tendent, the Roads Depart- 
ment used a little over | ton 
of salt and about 17,000 tons 
of bottom ash last winter. That 
winter is one of the mildest 
in Garrett County history 
He indicated that county has 
plenty of stockpiled anti-skid/ 
ash for this coming winter 

“Bottom ash is monitored 
by the EPA,” Moyer said. “It’s 
tested and certified as having 
no significant impact to the 
environment.” 

He noted that West Vir 
ginia and Pennsylvania use 
the material extensively. He 
added he did not think their 
stockpiles had to be covered 

Commission Gregan 
Crawford asked Moyer if 
MDE has set a time period 
for compliance and what hap 
pens next 

“The last letter said they 
were willing to work with 
us, but they're expecting 
something to happen,” Moyer 
said. “They really didn’t put a 
deadline on that.” 

The superintendent said his 
recommendation, therefore, is 
to go ahead and use down the 
already blended anti-skid/ash 
stockpiles this winter 

“And, because of restraints 
we have with the budget, next 
year what we're going to have 
to look at doing is simply using 
anti-skid (crushed limestone) 
with nothing added to itexcept 
in those areas where we use 
salt,” Moyer said. “And that's 
where the safety issue comes 
in, because it’s hard enough 
now to keep the roads deiced, 
and the last thing you want to 
do is to allow something tragic 
to happen.” 

He said the Roads Depart 
ment does its best to prevent 
that 

“You can’t stop everything 
from happening, but this just 
adds to that equation some 
what,” Moyer said about the

Che Garrett County Roads Department, however, 
is challenging a recent directive of the MDE that man 
dates the covering up of the county's stockpiles of road 
abrasives at the various county roads garage sites, and 
the challenge certainly seems to be legitimate 

Those stockpiles, which are enormous this time of 
year as winter approaches, consist of coke ash from 
the Fort Martin power plant near Morgantown, and 
limestone. The ash contains certain heavy metals that 
are hazardous to the environment (both water and air), 
and the MDE is ordering the county to either cover 
the piles with tarps or to place some kind of structure 
over them to keep the heavy metals from leaching into 
the soil and possibly into the water supply, and being 
blown into the air. Obviously, as pointed out by GC 
Roads Department superintendent Jay Moyer, this 
would be not only an extremely expensive mandate 
for the county, but could also create other forms of 
safety hazards 

Che stockpiles are generally encapsulated in lime- 
stone right now, which guards against the heavy met- 
als in the ash from being blown into the atmosphere 
And there are also updated storm water management 
ponds at the sites which are utilized to collect any 
runoff associated with the stockpile 

Che ridiculous part to all of this is that the MDE 
does not seem to have any problem with the fact that 
this material is distributed all over the county when 
it is applied to icy roads, which obviously allows the 
dreaded heavy metals to go where they may, either 
into the water table or blown by blizzard winds into 
the air. Meanwhile, our county leaders a number of 
years ago limited the use of salt in the abrasives for 
that very reason — pollution — as the salt was getting 
into streams and water supplies, not to mention caus- 
ing a more rapid deterioration of roads and the rusting 
away of the bodies of automobiles 

Because of the huge expense that will be involved in 
addressing this "problem" to MDE specs (one of those 
tarps would have to be an acre in size), the county may 
have to abandon the use of this material altogether and 
go back to using salt, also expensive and, as noted be- 
fore, causing another form of pollution and increased 
wear and tear on the roadways. Using no abrasives 
on the road would also lead to many more vehicular 
accidents, injury, and loss of life. There would also be 
times that those giant tarps would have two or three 
feet of snow on top of them, posing more danger and 
more expense to the roads department. Once again,

Recently we read that 
DNR Secretary Griffin said 
no funds are available for 
lake dredging. The state will 
not change its policy of little 
to no investment of public 
funds which began with lake 
purchase, where the cost to 
the state went from $17 mil- 
lion to $4 million with sale of 
“puy-down lands. A deal for 
the state and a terrible prec- 
edent for property owners! 
The no-public-funds policy 
persists, as private property 
owners pay for management 
and studies from the dock 
permit fees 
So? Let's look at a cove 
which DNR has found im- 
pacted by sediment. There 
are 17 properties — 11 lake- 
front, six lake-access — in- 
cluding two unimproved 
lots. Total assessed value is 
$12,765,000, or $700,000 
average per property. DNR 
wants these owners to pay 
for dredging. Drawing from 
an estimate of $25 million 
provided to Pawn Cove own- 
ers a decade ago, dredging 
will cost $17 million, or $1 
million per property. Will 
these properties be worth 
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disclose the sediment prob- 
lem? Will they tell buyers they 
face either $1 million add-on 
or loss of lake recreational 
use? This is where the state 
policy hits reality and the 
county. 

While Griffin says there 
is "just a handful" of such 
properties, we know of 24 
areas impacted by sediment, 
including four with commer- 
cial activity.

When you're gone, you'll leave behind many important 
things. There'll be photos and memorabilia, money, bric-a 
brac, and property to divvy up. Great-grandma's china goes 
here, your mother's jewelry there, and a cherished belong- 
ing of your father’s will become someone else's cherished 
belonging 

When you're dead and gone, you'll leave many things 
behind because you can't take them with you — although, 
in the new novel The Casual Vacancy by J.K. Rowling, some 
wished that Barry Fairbrother had 

Everyone in the small England town of Pagford was 
shocked when Barry Fairbrother died of an aneurism. He 
was alive one minute, gone the next — but definitely not 
forgotten 

That's because Barry's death left a "casual vacancy" on 
the Pagford Parish Council. In a normal year, that wouldn't 
have meant much, but this year Barry's vote on the issue of 
the Fields, a local housing complex, was an important one 

Political wrangling and dirty deals had allowed the 
Fields to be built on the outskirts of Pagford some 60 years 
ago, which was a sore point ever since. Always intended for 
lower-income residents, the area was once tidy and well- 
kept, but was now run-down, garbage-filled, and filthy with 
a rehab clinic conveniently nearby. Disgusted, many Pag 
ford residents wanted the Fields annexed to nearby Yarvil, 
the clinic closed, and the issue put behind them for good 

Barry, who'd grown up in the Fields, knew how impor 
tant it was for the development to remain a part of Pag 
ford. Fields children were allowed to attend better schools 
in Pagford, which was one way out of poverty. He was 
adamant about this, and had been gathering supporters on 
the council

Though it's undoubtedly going to happen, it would be 
unfair to compare this novel to the Harry Potter books 
They're worlds apart 

Author J.K. Rowling's character development is stellar

we meet a dead man whose presence continually lingers 
through the lives of friends and enemies alike. Here, we're 
plunged into a small-town filled with sniping residents, each 
desperate to keep a deep secret under wraps, each afraid 
that something is going horribly, uncontrollably wrong 
and quite often, it does 

This is a complex book with lots of layers, humor, pa 
thos, and allegories everywhere. Readers may even find a 
timely message in this story of rich and poor and the poli 
tics that accompany them 

It should be immediately obvious that this is absolutely 
not a book for children, but grown-up HP fans will love it 
just the same.

West Virginia Farm Service Agency (FSA) state execu 
tive director Alfred Lewis has announced that Conservation 
Reserve Program (CRP) and Direct and Counter-cyclical 
Program (DCP) payments are now being issued 

FSA will issue the payments, as long as all producer 

eligibility requirements are met," said Lewis 

CRP and DCP payments could be affected if produc- 
ers have not submitted the required adjusted gross income 
(AGI) forms. Affected producers will need to submit the 
proper AGI forms before payments can be issued. In addi- 
tion, producers who signed up for CRP emergency haying 
and grazing and did not pay in advance will notice that their 
annual rental payment was reduced by the acreage that was 
hayed or grazed 

“Producers who were affected by county office consoli- 
dations will not experience payment delays of this nature,” 
said Lewis. "All county office payments, regardless of con- 
solidations, will be generated at the same time, as long as 
all other eligibility requirements are met."

Sure, | broke my tooth on 
the wagon handle, and sure, she broke my heart, but I'm 
still standing, and I'm not giving up yet. There will be a 
time when it's appropriate to give up and let go. There is 
a time for living, and a time for dying, but until then, keep 
on living, and acquiring those scars.

NOTICE OF TENTATIVE DETERMINATION 
General Permit for Discharges from 


General Discharge Permit No. 12SW (NPDES No. MDRO0) applies to stormwater discharg- 
es from various federal discharge categories of industrial facilities in the state of Maryland. The 
Department proposes to reissue the state/NPDES (National Pollution Discharge Elimination Sys- 
tem) General Permit for Discharges from Stormwater Associated with Industrial Activities with 
significant revisions to the previously issued permit (No. O2SW) as summarized below 

The required application, called a notice of intent or NOI, now requires more detailed informa- 
tion relevant to the permit conditions (local stream impairments or TMDLs, calculated area of 
impervious surfaces, etc.). Also required is an electronic version of a Stormwater Pollution Pre- 
vention Plan (SWPPP) including a site map illustrating discharge locations and other information 
regarding activities of the applicant to protect waters of the state, submitted via email, posting 
online or another form of electronic submission. The permit requires specific control measures 
in the SWPPP based on facility type. When the permit is formally adopted, industries currently 
covered by the O2SW permit will have 90 days to file an NOI, fee payment and SWPPP to the 
Department to obtain coverage under the reissued permit 

This updated permit requires restoration of impervious surfaces using the updated Maryland 
Stormwater Design Manual, or equivalent actions, in order to address Maryland requirements for 
the Chesapeake Bay and local TMDLs and to maintain the quality and protect against future im- 
pairments to local receiving waters. The requirement mandates that permittees treat 20% of the 
impervious surfaces not currently treated to the standards of the Department's Design Manual by 
the fifth year of the permit term. In cases where onsite restoration isn't possible, offsite restora- 
tion is an allowed option. An implementation plan and yearly updates are required to be submit- 
ted to the Department 

Another important change in this permit are new monitoring requirements. The proposed per 
mit allows the Department to require monitoring and on-line electronic submission of Discharge 
Monitoring Reports in specific cases where local discharge is to an impaired water body. Further- 
more, it requires monitoring without limits for benchmark parameters for the following industrial 
sectors.

FOLIAGE 
by Dr. Tom Sheahen 
Q. In some years the fall foliage is brilliant, while in other 
years just drab, Why? And how can they predict when the colors 
will “peak?” 


A. Nobody has a very accurate answer to your question, 
because there are many competing bio-chemical processes going 
on at the same time, with results that are hard to predict. Various 
chemical reactions in trees all involve sugars, which dissolve in 
the watery mix that flows up and down the tree from the roots 
Sunlight provides the energy for that chemistry to take place 

Throughout the growing season, trees and shrubs manufac- 
ture chemicals, including chlorophyll, carotenoids, and antho- 
cyanins. Chlorophyll is green, and gives leaves their dominant 
color throughout the summer. The other chemicals are various 
shades of red, orange, or yellow. The various brilliant pigments 
are there in the leaves all along, but in summer they are masked 
by the intense green color of chlorophyll 

The question “Why are trees green?” has a pretty direct 
answer: A green chemical increases the efficiency with which 
solar energy converts H2O vapor and CO: from the atmosphere 
into food to make leaves. Any tree that didn’t have chlorophyll 
would lose out to green trees in the struggle to gather solar 
energy. Eventually that species of tree disappears, and only the 
trees containing chlorophyll remain 

With the arrival of autumn, the plant begins to store food in 
its roots, and chlorophyll starts to break down. Only when the 
chlorophyll has gone away can the other pigments determine 
the color of the leaves. But it doesn’t last long; eventually the 
carotenoids and anthocyanins also get used up 


In order to see “brilliant” foliage, the chlorophyll has to 
exit early while the other chemicals stick around. If the autumn 
stays warm and chlorophyll lasts into November, the trees stay 
green until fading into brown. If it’s too cold too early, all the 

hemicals go away at about the same time, and you see only the 
irab brown leaves. But when conditions are “just right,” with 
the combination of warm days and cool nights, chlorophyll 
shuts off and some sugars flow down the tree into the roots for 
winter storage, while others are trapped in the leaves. That's 
the combination that gives brilliant colors 

Rainfall influences chemical processes in both the roots 
and leaves all year-round. Weather forecasters have gotten 
fairly good at judging the temperature and chemistry based on 
conditions about a month ahead, but long-range forecasting 
is impossible. In September each year they can create charts

Altitude makes a lot of difference. At 2,500 feet, the peak 

omes about three weeks earlier than at sea level. That’s because 

at different atmospheric pressures, the rate at which chemicals 
flow to and from the roots is different 

Here's a tip about viewing foliage: Sunglasses with red-tinted 
lenses preferentially remove the green part of the spectrum. That 
makes the chlorophyll less visible. If you’re wearing these on a 
sunny day during a boring year when trees remain green longer, 
you'll see brilliant colors that people without such sunglasses

Md. Transportation Officials Review’ 
Garrett Co. Capital Highway Projects 


Acting Maryland Depart- 
ment of Transportation Sec- 
retary Darrell B. Mobley and 
other transportation/highway 
personnel held their annual 
“tour” meeting with local of- 
ficials and residents last Friday 
in the commissioners’ meeting 
room at the courthouse. As in 
previous meetings during the 
past several years, the main 
topics of discussions were 
the U.S. Rt. 219 North, U.S. 
Rt. 220, and Oakland bypass 
projects, and Highway User 
Fund allocations to local 
towns 

“We continue to work 
through issues with Pennsyl- 
vania to regain momentum on 
the joint study to upgrade the 
U.S. Rt. 219 North project," 
Mobley said 

Part of a larger multi-state 
plan to enhance accessibil- 
ity and promote economic 
development in the Appala- 
chian region, the project has 
been stalled for several years 
because of matching-funds 
issues in Pennsylvania. 

Since most of the project 
lies in Pennsylvania, that state 
is the lead jurisdiction for the 
development and evaluation 
study. The federal govern- 
ment recently allowed Penn- 
sylvania to use $35 million in 
accumulated toll credits for 
its share of the $350 million 
project, which involves 11 
miles of major construction 
from the Meyersdale bypass 
to the Maryland line. 

Maryland's share of the 
project is a 2.54 mile stretch 
of improvements to Chestnut 
Ridge Road from Interstate 
68 to the Pennsylvania bor- 
der. 

Sen. George Edwards 
stressed that the project 
is Garrett County's No. 1 
highway priority. He indi- 
cated there are $101 million 
in federal funds that were 
specifically allocated to the 
Maryland side that must be 
utilized soon 

"If we don't — as I under 
stand it— commit it or spend it 
or both within two years, we 
can lose it," the senator said 
"We don't want to lose that 
money. We believe we should 
be the driver, not Pennsylva 
nia, although we have to work 
with the federal government, 
and I| understand that." 

He added that some peo 
ple involved in the project 
feel Maryland's estimate is 
"considerably" high for its 
portion

"We 
really can't sit around and 
wait for PennDOT to decide 
whether or not they're going 
to fund it." 

He noted that a study 
conducted by Maryland, 
Pennsylvania, West Virginia, 
and Virginia indicated the 
various North/South Cor- 
ridor highway projects could 
produce 10,000 permanent 
jobs and 20,000 construction 
labor jobs in the region. 

"Those jobs are needed 
now," Moe said. "It's no use 
to fund these [project] studies 
and then not follow through, 
That's a waste of money and 
time.” 

Associated with the Rt, 
219 project is the U.S. Rt. 
220 Corridor project, which 
is designed to improve trans- 
portation between 1-68 and 
Corridor H. 

"Although the [Rt. 220] 
corridor is in Allegany Coun- 
ty, I know that you are im 
terested in the progress we 
continue to make on the study 
of the U.S. Rt. 220 project,” 
Mobley said. "It is a crucia] 
economic project for the en+ 
tire region." 

Administrator Melinda 
Peters, State Highway Ad- 
ministration (SHA), indicated 
that one of the project's study 
is nearing completion 

"This week we reached 
concurrence with West Vir- 
ginia on the preferred alter- 
native to the Tier | study, 
which is good news," she said. 
"And we are working toward 
submitting that to the Fed- 
eral Highway Administration, 
hopefully, with an approval by 
next summer."

of a difficult, controversial situation 

As noted before in this column, there are some le 
gitimate reasons to oppose this particular mandate, 
based primarily on the significant additional expense 
for home builders and the possibility of malfunction 
ing systems Causing major water damage to one's 


house and possessions. 


It is true that sprinkler systems are effective and 
have proven to save lives and property. However, it 
leaves one wondering just how far government is go- 
ing to go to try to protect us. Requiring smoke alarms 
is reasonable — easy, inexpensive, and also effective in 
saving lives. But will stairways become illegal some 
day because of the number of people who fall down 
them? Will interior fireplaces ultimately be banned be- 
cause of the dangers of open flames? Where will the 


line be drawn, if ever? 


The commissioners’ policy has two features that, 
once again, make the best of having to enforce this 
new requirement. They have been able to delay imple- 
mentation until 2015, and in the meantime, they are 
offering a payment of $2,500 to new home builders 
who elect to go ahead and install the sprinkler sys- 
tems, at least until June of next year and longer if the 
commissioners at that time decide to extend it. 

There will still be the problem of whether or not 
certain rural water supplies are even adequate to 
supply a sprinkler system in houses built "out in the 
country" (we have a lot of "country" here in Garrett 
County), and it remains to be seen what other com- 


plications will arise. 


If these kinds of regulations continue to be man- 
dated by government, we will probably — eventually 
— have more and more people living in tents. Wonder 
how long it will take government to mandate that they, 
too, will have to be equipped with sprinkler systems.

Voters in Garrett County 
need to be aware of how easy 
it Is to vote by absentee ballot. 
All such votes count exactly 
the same as votes cast on No- 
vember 6 — but if there's freez- 
ing rain in Garrett County on 
November 6, a person might 
be forced to stay home and 
forfeit the chance to vote. 

Absentee voting is a two- 
step process: 1. Call up the 
board of elections (301-334 
6985) and they'll send you 
an application form; fill that 
out and send it back. There 
is no requirement to specify 
a "reason why" anywhere on 
the form! You can have an 
absentee ballot for no reason 
at all, just your whim; no 
questions asked 

2. When they receive your 
application, a few days later 
the real ballot arrives in your 
mail. Fill it out at your leisure, 
when you're comfortably at 
home with access to addi- 
tional information that you 
consider helpful in deciding 
how to vote. Then mail it back 
on or before election day. 

It's as simple as that!

Even if the child is not 
directly physically abused, 
living in a violent home takes 
a toll on a child. Bringing 
children into the office after 
school for appointments can 
be difficult, if not impossible, 
for some parents. Again 
transportation problems and 
or work schedules can prevent 
this from happening 
To address this problem, 
the Dove Center has a school 
outreach specialist who will 
see children at their school 
during the school day. The 
specialist meets with students 
individually once a week for 
about 30 minutes. She talks 
with the teacher to schedule

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Grant Allows Northern FFA To 
Supply School Lunch Program 


by Brenda Ruggiero 

For most students, a typi 
cal school day involves text 
books, notebooks, and lec 
tures in a classroom. While 
this is true for students in 
the FFA program at North- 
ern, their typical day is a 
bit more unusual. It also in- 
cludes gathering eggs, feed 
ing chickens and pigs, and 
cleaning stalls. The result of 
these efforts not only ben- 
efits the FFA students them 
selves, but actually branches 
out to benefit other students 
in the county who partic 
ipate in the school lunch 
program 

The FFA students are 
able to supply the program 
with meat, eggs, and pota- 
toes as a result of a Living to 
Serve grant totaling $3,000 

rhe grant is based on the 
last line of the FFA motto, 
which is “Living to Serve.” 
According to the web site. 
this signifies the vital role 
that service plays in the or- 
ganization 

“By getting involved in 
your community, you and 
your chapter members dem- 
onstrate that you care about 
your neighbors and the town 
or city in which you live,” 
the site continues 

Rick McRobie, North- 
ern's FFA advisor, explained 
that this year’s grant is round 
three of a five-year round 


“Each year, we have to 
reapply,” he said. “The re 
quest can be denied, but 
we have been approved for 
the first three. The first two 
grants were for the Tim Um- 
bel Environmental Educa- 
tion Trail. When the third 
round application was due, 
I thought we were done 
But then we came up with 
the idea of a bred gilt (a 
female pig that had already 
been bred and was pregnant 
when they purchased her) 
We purchased a high qual 
ity pig and 130 chicks that 
would be laying hens. We 
also planted about 1,000 
pounds of seed potatoes on 
a neighbor's farm.” 

The FFA also received a 
second grant, called a Food 
for All grant, in the amount 
of $2,500. This was used in 
the same way with the ex- 
ception of the eggs, and all 
the food produced goes to 
Garrett County Community 
Action 

The goals for the grants 
were to supply 4,000 pounds 
of pork to the school lunch 
program, 2,000 pounds of 
pork to Community Action, 
2,000 pounds of produce 
(potatoes) to both programs 

Plans for spending the 
grants and Carrying out the 
work was done by the FFA 
students with McRobie’s 
guidance. Currently, the
